The  half-hour  change  in  time,  effective  next 
Monday,  will,  no  doubt,  be  quite  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  and  complicated  at  the  beginning.  The 
original  plan  had  become  seemingly  set  and 
well  established,  but  the  proposed  War  Time 
disarranged  it.  It  was  only  consistent  that 
GSCW  conform  to  the  system,  but  it’s  pur¬ 
pose  was  defeated  when  it  became  necessary 
for  the  college  to  set  the  schedule  an  hour 
ahead  in  order  to  support  the  plan  exercised 
by  the  other  occupants  of  Milledgeville.  This 
procedure  was  hardly  worthwhile  but  it  was 
the  logical  choice  under  the  circumstances. 

The  college  could  operate  cheaper,  and  with 
less  disturbance,  on  the  schedule  and,  in  that 
way,  (would  be  cooperative  with  the  war  ef¬ 
fort  program  of  which  the  new  War  Time  is  a 
part.  But  the  plan  would  be  impossible  un¬ 
less  the  Milledgeville  citizens  would  consent  to 
the  desired  change,  from  GSCW’s  viewpoint 
This  response  was  not  evident,  thus  the  com¬ 
promise.

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The  World  This  Week

The  most  urgent  problem  lac* 
ing  the  united  Nations  Is  India. 
Sir  Stafford  Crlpps  presented 
Britain's  proposal  to  India  last 
week  that  Britain,  would  direct  In¬ 
dia’s  defense,  but  -India  would  ap. 
point  a  member  to  Winston  Chur¬ 
chill’s  war  cabinet.  After  the  war 
India  would  have  full  dominion 
status  including  the  right  to  sep¬ 
arate  into  two  or  more  dominions 
and  even  to  secede  from  the  Brit* 
lsh  Commonwealth. 

The  nations  concerned  become 
more  and  more  tense  each  day  that 
they  must  wait  for  a  decision.  It 
seems  that  the  main ‘  objection  is 
England’s  retention  of  responsibil¬ 
ity  Tor  India's  defense.  Jawa- 
harlal  Nehru,  who  succeeded 
Ghandi  as  the  most  influential 
man  in  Indian  Nationalist  party, 
wrote  an  article  for  “Fortune”  this 
month.  He  says  “  .  .  .  it  is  toe 
present  that  counts;  for  it  Is  the 
present  that  the  war  is  going  to 
lie  lost  or  won  and  it  is  out  of  the 
present  that  the  future  will  take 
shape.”  He  says  also  that  freedom 
and  a  conviction  that  they  are 
fighting  for  their  own  freedom  ■ 
alone  can  make  people  fight  as  the 


Chinese  and  Russians  have  fought 
They  want  a  free,  democratic,  fed¬ 
eral  India,  willing  to  be  associat¬ 
ed  with  other  countries  in  larger 
federations.  India’s  own  leaders 
can  solve  her  problems,  according 
to  Nehru. 

Besides  India’s  strategic  values, 
it’s  resources  and  industrial  areas 
are  worth  keeping  from  Japan. 
Japan  has  already  taken  a  foot¬ 
hold  in  the  undefended  Andaman 
Islands.  She  has  made  an  effec. 
tive  air  raid  against  Ceylon,  which 
is  only  QC  miles  from  India.  If  she 
gets  control  of  Ceylon  and  goes 
Into  India,  Japan  will  grasp  the 
biggest  remaining  segment  of  Brit¬ 
ain's  Empire.  She  will  close  toe 
united  Nation's  routes  to  China, 
Russia,  and  the  Middle  East.  We 
should  keep  In  mind  these  things 
as  Sir  Stafford  Crlpps  has  his 
conference  with  Azad,  the  Indian 
National  Congress  president,  Neh¬ 
ru,  Wavell,  the  British  comman¬ 
der-in-chief  in  India,  and  other 
influential  people.

The  present  international  situation  is  mak¬ 
ing  us  think.  It  is  making  us  think  because 
now  more  than  ever  before,  world  events 
touch  each  one  of  us  personally.  We  cry  in¬ 
wardly  every  time  one  of  our  friends  or  rela¬ 
tives  leaves  to  join  one  of  the  armed  forces. 
We  cry  not  because  we  think  that  it  is  wrong 
foi<  them  to  fight  for  our  country  but  because 
their  leaving  disturbs  the  established  pattern 
of  life  to  which  we  are  accustomed.  This  is 
because  we  realize  that  immediate  future  is 
not  and  can  not  be  all  that  we  had  planned 
and  hoped  thaF  it  would  be.  We  try  to  at 
least  establish  a  semblance  of  normality.  Yet 
we  are  not  afraid  to  express  our  fears,  because 
they  are  not  physical  but  mental  fears  which 
arise  because  we  no  longer  know  what  to  ex¬ 
pect.  We  no  longer  know  what  we  have  to 
hope  for. 

What  may  we  hope  for  in  the  world  to 
come?  Already  we  can  note  a  decided  swing 
back  to  “religion  and  two  old  reliables.”  We 
are  realizing  the  values  of  education,  tradi¬ 
tion,  and,  most  of  all,  Christianity.  We  may 
hope  for  a  nation  which  not  only  gives  lip- 
service  to  our  God,  but  for  a  nation  which  op¬ 
erates  on  the  basis  of  true  Christian  ethics. 
Our  old  way  of  life  has  died  a  none  too  peace¬ 
ful  death,  but  iwe  havet  an  incipient  new  order 
in  the  making.  We  may  hope  for  a  stable  citi¬ 
zenry  whose  every  action  is  based  on  faith — 
faith  in  God,  faith  in  democracy,  faith  in  in¬ 
dividuals.  We  may  hope  for  a  different  but 
a  better  way  of  life  built  on  the  wreckage  of 
the  world  as  we  have  known  it.
